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PREFACE. 


This  new  arrangement  of  the  Heidelberg  Catechism  has 
been  made  with  the  view  of  adapting  it  theoetter  for  use  in 
Sunday  Schools  and  in  the  ordinary  Cateclietical  Classes.  It, 
is  well  known  that  the  Synods  and  Classes  have  for  years 
desired  the  introduction  of  the  Catechism  into  all  Sunday 
Schools  as  the  proper  crown  of  the  important  work  there 
carried  forwarcf.  It  is  believed  that,  in  its  present  form,  it 
ean  be  successfully  studied  in  every  school  where  the  Pastor 
labors  personally,  or  where  qualified  teachers  can  be  found. 
It  is  believed,  too,  that  it  will  prove  a  material  improvement 
upon  the  old  form,  for  ordinary  catechetical  classes. 

Its  main  peculiarity  consists  in  this,  that  by  it  four  dis- 
tinct courses  can  be  taken,  thus  adapting  it  to  the  various 
grades  of  the  classes. 

1.  A  first  course  of  52  questions  and  answers  (one  for 
each  Sunday  in  the  year)  can  be  taken  by  using  the  questions 
with  an  (*).  Tliis  course  goes  over  the  wliole  field  of  the 
Catechism,  and  is  well  adapted  for  commencing  classes. 

2.  A  second  course  of  52  Lord's  Days,  using  all  the  ques- 
tions and  answers,  can  be  taken;  in  which,  however,  only 
a  portion  of  llie  Scriptural  references  ai-e  recited  and 
explained.  Tliese  references  are  printed  in  full.  This  will 
be  found  a  very  great  convenience. 

3.  A  third  course  can  be  made,  by  using,  in  addition  to 
the  above,  all  the  references  printed  in  italics,  wliich  will 
have  to  be  searched  for  in  the  Bible  by  the  scholars  them- 

4. 'a  fourth  can  be  made  by  using  all  the  references, 
which  are  purposely  made  verv  full. 

This  Catechism  also  renders  the  formulating  of  the 
questions,  by  the  teacher,  more  easy,  by  the  printing  of  the 
first  references  in  parentheses,  which  at  once,  to  the  eye  of 
the  teacher,  divides  each  answer  into  clauses,  on  each  of 
which  questions  ai'e  to  be  asked.  J.  H.  G.

13 ;  10);  and  the  second  is  like  unto 
it:  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thy- 
self (Matt.  7 ;  12).  On  these  two  command- 
ments hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets."

God  speaks  thus  not  without  great  cause; 
namely,  not  only  thereby  to  teach  us,  that, 
as  the  lilth  of  the  body  is  purged  away  by 
water,  so  our  sins  are  removed  by  the  blood 
and  Spu'it  of  Jesus  Christ  (Rev.  1 ;  5) ;  but 
especially  that,  by  this  divine  i)ledge  and 
sign,  he  may  assure  us  that  we  are  spiritual- 
ly cleansed  from  our  sins  as  really  as  we  are 
externally  washed  with  water  (Gal.  3 ;  27).

74.    Are  infants  also  to  be  baptized  P 

Yes,  for  since  thej^  as  well  as  the  adult  are 
included  in  the  covenant  (Gen.  17;  7),  and 
church  of  God  (Mark  10;  14-Wy,  and  since 
;i*edemption  from  sin  bytiie  blood  of  Christ, 
and  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  author  of  faith,  is 
proniistid  to  them  no  less  than  to  the  adult 
(Acts  2;  38,  31)),  they  must,  therefore,  by 
baptism,  as  a  sign  of  the  covenant,  be  also 
admitted  into  the  Christian  Church  (Mark 
16  ;  46);  and  be  distinguished  from  the 
children  of  infidels  (1  Cor.  7;  14);  as  was 
done  in  the  old  covenant  or  testament  by 
circumcision  (Gen.  17;  11);  instead  of 
which  baptism  was  instituted  in  the  new 
covenant  (Col.  2;  11,12).

Tims, thatClirist  has  commanded  me, and 
allJu'lievers,  toeatol'this  broken  bread, and 
todriiikofthiscup,  in  remembrance  of  him; 
adding  these  promises,  first,  that  ins  body 
was  offered  and  broken  on  the  cross  for  me, 
and  his  blood  shed  for  me,  as  certainly  as  I 
see  with  my  eyes  the  bread  of  the  Lord  brok- 
en for  me,  and  the  cup  communicated  to  me 
(1  Cor.  11;  23,  24,  25);  and,  further,  that  he 
feeds  and  nourishes  my  soul  to  everlasting 
life,  with  his  cruciiied  body  and  siied  blood, 
as  assuredly  as  I  receive  from  the  hands  of 
the  minister  and  taste  with  my  mouth  the 
bread  and  cup  of  the  Lord,  as  certain 
signs  of  the  body  and  blood  of  Clirist  ( 1  Cor. 
10;  IG). 

1  Cor.  11;  2.3-25.— The  Lord  Jesns,  the  same 
night  in  wliich  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread;  and 
when  lie  had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  said.

— The  cup  of  blessing  which  we 
bless,  is  it  not  the  communion  of  the  blood  of 
Christ  ?  The  bread  which  we  break,  is  it  not  the 
communion  of  the  body  of  Christ? 

76.  What  is  it  to  eat  the  crucified  body, 
and  drink  the  shed  blood  of  Christ  f 

It  is  not  only  to  embrace,  with  a  believing 
heart,  all  the  sufferings  and  death  of  Christ, 
and  thereby  to  obtain  the  pardon  of  sin  and 
life  eternal  (John  t>;  50,  85,  5-1,  47) ;  but  al- 
so, besides  thar,  to  become  more  and  more 
united  to  his  sacrecl  body,  by  the  Holy 
Ghost,  who  dwells  both  in  Christ  and  in  us 
(John  6;  56);  so  that  we,  although  Christ 
is  in  heaven,  and  we  on  earth,  are,  notwith- 
standing, '^liesli  of  his  (iesh,  and  bone  of  his 
bone"  (Eph.  5;  30) ;  and  that  we  live  and 
are  governed  forever  by  one  Spirit,  as  mem- 
bers of  the  same  body  are  bv  one  soul  (John 
6  ;  57,  58).

Cometh  from  heaven,  that  a  man  may  eat  thereof, 

and  not  die   He  thatcometh  to  me  shall  never 

thirst Whosoever  eateth  my  flesh,  and  drink- 

eth  my  blood,  hath  eternal  life   He  that  be- 

lieveth  on  me  hath  everlasting  life.

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*77.  Wliere  has  Chrkt  promised,  that  he

In  the  institution  of  the  supper,  which  is 
thus  expressed :  ''The  Lord  Jesus,  in  the 
same  night  in  which  he  was  betrayed,  took 
bread,  and  when  he  had  s»;iven  thanks,  he 
brake  it,  and  said.  Take,  eat;  this  is  my  body, 
which  is  broken  for  you  :  this  do  in  remem- 
brance of  me ;  after  the  same  manner  also 
he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had  supped,  say- 
ing, This  cup  is  tlie  new  testament  in  my 
bh)od :  this  do  ye,  as  often  as  ye  drink  it,  in 
remembrance  of  me.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat 
this  bread  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do  shew 
the  Lord's  death  until  he  come"  (1  Cor.  11 ; 
23-20.— Matt.  2u ;  2(j). 

This  promise  is  repeated  by  the  holy 
Apostle  Paul,  where  he  says:  ^'The  cup  of 
blessing  which  we  bless,  is  it  not  the  com- 
munion of  the  blood  of  Christ?  the  bread 
which  we  break,  is  it  not  the  communion  of 
the  body  of  Christ  ?  for  we,  being  many,  are 
one  bread  and  one  body  :  because  we  are  all 
partakers  of  that  one  bread"  ( I  Cor.  10 ;  16, 
17).

70.  Why,  then,  doih  Christ  call  the  bread  his

Christ  speaks  thus  not  without  great  rea- 
son; namely,  not  only  thereby  to  teach  us, 
that  as  bread  and  wine  support  this  tempo- 
ral life,  so  his  crucified  body  and  shed  blood 
are  the  true  meat  and  drinli  whereby  our 
souls  are  fed  to  eternal  life  (John  6 ;  55,  49, 
51):  but  more  especially  by  these  visible 
signs  and  pledges,  to  assure  us  that  we  are 
as  really  partakers  of  his  true  body  and 
blood  (by  the  operation  of  the  Holy  Ghost) 
as  we  receive  by  the  mouths  of  our  bodies 
these  holy  signs  in  remembrance  of  him  (1 
Cor.  11 ;  24,  25) ;  and  that  all  his  sufferings 
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and  obedience  are  as  certainly  ours,  as  if  we 
had  in  our  own  persons  suffered  and  made 
satisfaction  for  our  sins  to  God  (1  Cor.  11; 
26). 

John  6;  55,  49,  51. — For  my  flesh  is  meat  in- 
deed, and  my  blood  is  drink  indeed.  Your  fathers 
did  eat  manna  in  the  wilderness  and  are  dead.

80.  What  difference  is  there  between  the 
Lord's  supper  and  the  Popish  mass? 

The  Lord's  supper  testifies  to  us,  that  we 
have  a  full  pardon  of  all  sin  by  the  only  sac- 
crifice  of  Jesus  Christ,  which  he  himself  has 
once  accomplished  on  the  cross  (Heb.  10; 
14) ;  and  that  we  by  the  Holy  Ghost  are  in- 
grafted into  Christ  (Jolin  6;  63) ;  who,  ac- 
cording to  his  human  nature,  is  not  now  on 
earth,  but  in  heaven,  at  the  right  hand  of 
God  his  Father,  and  will  there  be  wor- 
shipped by  us  ( Acts  7;  56-59) ;  but  the  mass 
teacheth  that  the  living  and  the  dead  have 
not  the  pardon  of  sins,  through  the  suffer- 
mgs  of  Christ,  unless  Christ  is  also  daily  of- 
fered for  them  by  the  priests  ;  and,  further, 
that  Christ  is  bodily  under  the  form  of  bread 
and  wine,  and  therefore  is  to  be  worshipped 
in  them;  so  that  the  mass,  at  bottom,  is 
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nothing  else  than  a  denial  of  the  one  sacri- 
fice and  suflerings  of  Jesus  Christ  (Gal.  5; 
4),  and  an  accursed  idolatry  (Deut.  27;  15). 

Heb.  10 ;  14. — For  by  one  oftering  he  hath  per- 
fected forever  them  that  are  sanctified. — Luke  22; 
19,  20.— Heb.  9  ;  25-28.— 1  Cor.  5  ;  7.— John  19;

For  those  who  are  truly  sorrowful  for 
their  sins  (1  Cor.  11 ;  28),  and  yet  tnist  that 
these  are  forgiven  them  for  the  sake  of 
Christ ;  and  that  their  remaining  infirmities 
are  covered  by  his  passion  and  deatli  (1  Cor. 
11 ;  26) ;  and  who  also  earnestly  desire  to 
have  their  faith  more  and  more  strength- 
ened, and  their  lives  more  holy  (Matt.  5; 
6);  but  hypocrites,  and  such  as  turn  not  to 
God  with  sincere  hearts,  eat  and  drink  judg- 
ment to  themselves  (1  Cor.  11 ;  29). 

1  Cor.  11 ;  28. — Let  a  man  examine  himself,  and 
so  let  him  eat  of  that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup.

82.  Are  they  also  to  be  admitted  to  this  sup- 
per,  who,  by  confession  and  life,  declare  them- 
selves infidels  and  ungodly? 

No;  for  by  this  the  covenant  of  God 
would  be  profaned  (Matt.  7;  6),  and  his 
wrath  kindled  aicainst  the  whole  coni2:re2;a- 
tion  (1  Cor.  11 ;  30);  therefore  it  is  t lie  duty 
of  the  Christian  Church,  according  to  the 
appointment  of  Christ  and  his  apostles,  to 
exclude  such  persons  by  the  keys  of  the 
kingdom  of  heaven,  until  they  show  amend- 
ment of  life  (1  Cor.  5;  11,  13). 

Matt.  7  ;  6. — Give  not  Hint  which  is  holy  unto 
the  dogs,  neither  cast  ye  yoin*  pearls  before  swine, 
lest  they  trample  them  under  their  feet,  and  turn 
again  and  rend  yon. — 1  Cor.  10;  21. — Isa.  1 ;  11-13. 
— Ps.  50  ;  16-17. 

1  Cor.  11 ;  30. — For  this  cause  many  are  weak 
and  sickly  junong  you,  and  many  sleep.

— Veril}',  I  say  unto  you,  Whatso- 
ever ye  shall  bind  on  earth,  shall  be  bound  in  heav- 
en ;  and  whatsoever  ye  shall  loose  on  earth,  shall 
be  loosed  in  heaven. — Matt.\Q\  19. — John  20;  22, 
23.-2  Cor.  10 ;  4-6.— 1  Cor.  5 ;  11-13. 

84.  How  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven  opened 
and  shut  by  the  i^reaching  of  the  holy  gospel  f 

Thus:  wlien,  according  to  the  command  of 
Christ,  it  is  declared  and  publicly  testified  to 
all  and  every  believer,  that  whenever  they 
receive  the  promise  of  the  gospel  by  a  true 
faith,  all  their  sins  are  really  forgiven  them 
of  God,  for  the  sake  of  Christ's  merits  (Acts 
13 ;  38, 39) ;  and,  on  the  contrary,  when  it  is 
declared  and  testified  to  all  unbelievers,  and 
such  as  do  not  sincerely  repent,  that  they 
stand  exposed  to  the  wrath  of  God  and  eter- 
nal condemnation,  so  long  as  they  are  un- 
converted (John  8;  24);  according  to  which 
testimony  God  will  judge  them,  both  in  tliis 
life  and  the  life  to  come  (Bom.  2;  16). 
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Acts  13;  38,  39. — Be  it  known  unto  you,  there- 
fore, men  and  brethren,  that  through  this  man  is 
preached  unto  you  the  forgiveness  of  sins ;  and  by 
him  all  that  believe  are  justified  from  all  things, 
from  which  ye  could  not  be  justified  by  the  law  of 
Moses.— Acts  10 ;  43.— Mark  2  ;  3-5.— John  6 ;  37. 
— Ezek.  33;  11.— Mark  16;  16.— John  3;  36. 

John  8 ;  24. — If  ye  believe  not  that  I  am  he,  ye 
shall  die  in  your  sin.— Acts  8;  21. — Matt.  3;  7,  8. 
—Matt.  18;  3.— John  20;  23. 

Rom.  2 ;  16. — God  shall  judge  the  secrets  of  men 
by  Jesus  Christ,  according  to  my  gospel. — 2  Cor.

85.  How  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven  shut  and 
opened  by  Christian  disciplined 

Thus :  when,  according  to  the  command 
of  Christ,  those  who,  under  the  name  of 
Christians,  maintain  doctrines  or  practices 
inconsistent  there  with,  will  not,  after  having 
been  brotherly  admonished,  renounce  their 
errors  and  wicked  course  of  life,  are  com- 
plained of  to  the  Church,  or  to  those  who 
are  thereunto  appointed  by  the  Church  (1 
Cor.  5;  11);  and  if  they  despise  their  ad- 
monition, are,  by  them,  forbid  the  use  of  the 
sacraments;  whereby  they  are  excluded 
from  the  Christian  Church,  and  by  God  him- 
self from  the  kingdom  of  Christ  (1  Cor.  5; 
13)  :  and  when  they  promise  and  show  real 
amendment,  are  again  received  as  members 
of  Christ  and  his  Church  (2  Cor.  2 ;  6-8). 

1  Cor.  5 ;  11. — If  any  man  that  is  called  a  brother 
be  a  fornicator,  or  an  idolater,  or  a  railer,  or  a 
drunkard,  or  an  extortioner;  with  such  an  one,  no 
not  to  eB,t.—MatL  18 ;  15, 17.— Rom.  16 ;  17. 
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1  Cor.  5;  13. — Put  away  from  j^ourselves  that 
wicked  person. — Titus  3;  10. — 2  John  10;  11. —

2  Cor.  2 ;  6-8. — Sufficient  to  such  an  one  is  this 
punisliment,  wiiich  was  intlicted  of  many.  So  that 
contrariwise,  ye  ought  rather  to  forgive  him,  and 
comfort  liim,  lest  perhaps  such  an  one  he  swal- 
lowed up  with  overmuch  sorrow.

5 ;  16) ;  also,  that  every 
one  may  be  assured  in  himself  of  his  faith, 
by  the  fruits  thereof  (Matt.  7;  17);  and 
that  bv  our  godly  conversation  others  may 
be  gained  to  Christ  (1  Pet.  2;  12).

5 ;  5) ;  love,  fear,  and  glorify  liim 
with  my  whole  heart  (Deut.  6;  5) ;  so  that 
I  renounce  and  forsake  all  creatures,  rather 
than  commit  even  the  least  thing  contrary 
to  his  will  (Matt.  10;  37).

4;  2);  so  that  he  may  be  rightly  confessed, 
and  worshipped  by  us,  and  be  glorified  in  all 
our  words  and  works  (1  Pet.  3;  18).

Lev.  19;  12. — Aiul  ye  shall  not  swear  by  my 
name  falsely,  neither  shult  thou  profane  the  name 
of  thy  God:  1  am  the  i^ord.

— Swear  not  at  all:  neither  by 
heaven;  for  it  is  God's  throne:  nor  bj^  the  earth;

swear  by  thy  head,  because  thou  canst  not  make 
one  hair  white  or  black.

It  undoubtedly  is;  for  there  is  no  sin 
greater  or  more  provoking  to  God,  than  the 
profaning  of  his  name  (Lev.

lOL  May  we.,  then.,  swear  religiously  by  the 
name  of  God  ? 

Yes;  either  when  the  magistrates  de- 
mand it  of  the  subjects  (Ezra  10;  5);  or 
when  necessity  requires  us  thereby  to  con- 
firm fidelity  and  truth,  to  the  glory  of  God, 
and  the  safety  of  our  neighbors  (Josh.  9; 
19) ;  for  such  an  oath  is  founded  on  God's 
word,  and  therefore  was  justly  used  by  the 
saints,  both  in  the  old  and  new  testaments 
(Heb.  6;  16).

*103.    What  (Joth  God  require  in  the  fourth 
command  ? 

First,  that  the  ministry  of  the  gospel  and 
the  schools  be  maintained  (2Tim.  2;2); 
and  that  I,  especially  on  the  Sabbath,  that 
is,  on  the  day  of  rest,'dili2:entlv  frequent  the 
Church  of  God  (Heb.  10;  25) ;  to  hear  his 
word,  to  use  the  sacraments,  publicly  to  call 
upon  the  Lord  (Acts  20:  7),  and  to  contrib- 
ute to  the  relief  of  the  poor,  as  becomes  a 
Christian  (1  Cor.

God  forbids  not  only  those  thefts  and  rob- 
beries which  are  punishable  by  the  magis- 
trate, but  he  comprehends,  under  the  name 
of  theft,  all  wicked  tricks  and  devices,  where- 
by we  design  to  appropriate  to  ourselves  the 
goods  which  belong  to  our  neighbor;  wheth- 
er it  be  by  force,  or  under  the  appearance  of 
right,  as  by  unjust  weights,  ells,  measures, 
fraudulent  merchandise,  false  coins,  usury, 
or  by  any  other  way  forbidden  by  God  (Lev.

15;  19,  20.— For  out  of  the  heart  proceed 
evil  thoughts,  murders,  adulteries,  fornieatious, 
thefts,  false  witness,  blasphemies :  these  are  the 
things  which  defile  a  man.

114.  But  can  those  who  are  converted  to  God^ 
perfectly  keep  these  commandments f 

No;  but  even  the  holiest  men,  while  in 
this  life,  have  only  small  beginnings  of  this 
obedience  (Phil.  3 ;  13),  yet  so,  that  with  a 
sincere  resolution,  they  begin  to  live,  not 
only  according  to  some,  but  all  the  com- 
mands of  God  (Phil.

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First,  that  all  our  lifetime,  we  may  learn 
more  and  more  to  know  our  sinful  nature, 
and  thus  become  the  more  earnest  in  seek- 
ing the  remission  of  sin,  and  righteousness 
in  Christ  (Rom.  3  ;  20) ;  likewise,  that  we 
constantly  endeavor,  and  pray  to  God  for 
the  grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  that  we  may 
become  more  and  more  conformable  to  the 
image  of  God,  until  we  arrive  at  the  per- 
fection proposed  to  us,  in  a  life  to  come 
(ICor.  13;9,10).

117.  What  are  the  requisites  of  that  prayer^ 
which  is  acceptable  to  God^  and  tvhich  he  will 
hear?
